Indian children attend public. Federal, private, and 
nis.sicn schuols. In fiscal year 19oS there ',-ere 14J,b3u In- 
dian students, av.es 0 Co 18 years, inclusive, enrolled in 
these schools in the United States. Compared to 138,501 
students last year, enrollment increased 3.0 percent. 

Education of Indian children residing in the- States of 
California, Idaho, >3ichigan, Minnesota, Nebraska, Oregon, 
Texas, Washington, and Wisconsin is the responsibility of 
the state concerned. 

In 1968 more than half (37.4 percent) of all Indian 
children of school age (6 - 18) attended public schools. Of 
those enrolled in school, 61.3 percent attended public 
schools, 32.7 percent attended Federal schools, and 6.0 per- 
cent attended mission and other schools. Comparable percen- 
centages in' 1967 v;ere 60.0, 33.6 and 6.4. 

For more than three centuries Indian education in the 
united States was largely under the direction of mission- 
aries. As early as 1568 the Jesuit Fathers organised a 
school at Havana, Cuba, for Indian children from Florida. 
This v;as the first school attended by Indian children who 
lived within the United States. 

Many of the treaties between the United States and In- 
dian tribes provided for the establishment of schools for 
Indian children. Congress has also provided schools for In- 
dian children where other educational facilities were not 
available. In 1842, there were 37 Indian schools in opera- 
tion and by 1881 the number had increased to 106. In 1968 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs operated 226 schools with an 
enrollment of 51,595 Indian children, and 18 dormitories 
lor 4,204 children attending public schools. 

The education of Indian children is part of a National 
objective for Indians delineated by President Johnson in 
March of 1968 when he set forth these goals: A standard of 
living for the Indians equal to that of the country as a 
v;hole. Freedom of choice: an opportunity to remain in 
their homelands, if they choose, v/ithout surrendering their 
dignity; an opportunity to move to the tovms and cities of 
America, if they choose, equipped with the ^killj to live in

Table 2 indicates enrollncnt and average daily attend- 
ance in Federal schools by type of school and area. Avera^'e 
daily attendance for all schools, c.xclusive of henspita! 
schools, was S7.4 percent in 1968 ns compared to SB.l* per- 
cent in 1967 

Tiie following changes account for a net decrease of 21 
in the number of facilities operated in fiscal year 1%S. 
In the Juneau Area, 1 day school opened and 10 day scheuls 
were transferred to the State of Alaska public school system 
for operation. One day school in the Muskogee Area closed 
and pupils attended public schools. In the Navajo Area, 4 
boarding schools, 6 day schools and 1 hospital day school 
closed and I boarding school and 1 day school opened. 
Blackwater Day School, in the Phoenix Area, was operated 
by the local community school board and is therefore not 
counted as a Bureau operated school. In the Portland Area, 
Warm Springs Dormitory closed. 

The Concho Demonstration School in the Anadarko Area 
operated as a special school for the rehabilitation of 
students with educational problems. The school staff con- 
ducted a remedial program designed to reorient the student 
to the school he left or to a scliool more in keeping with 
his needs and objectives. The school had a capacity of 44 
pupils. During 1968, a total of 41 pupils were served for 
varying periods of time. Average daily attendance at the 
school was 26.8. By the close of the school year 4 pupils 
had been transferred to other Federal schools and their en- 
rollment is included in the enrollment of the otiier schools. 



Trailer aiclieol:: were eperaCed as ti-eporary ediicatienal 
t'acllicies at 2 locations for !:avajo children livin;.; in 
isolated parts of the reservation- Of ISS students, 71.3 
percent were enrolled in the bej’inners and first two p.rades 
in 1968. Tile operation of these units, often supi'K^ented 
witli quonset huts, has been successful as a temporary r.eas- 
ure, but these trailer schools are beinjt replaced by ade- 
quate sciiool buildini's wlierever the population and regular 
daily attendance warrant pomanent facilities. 

Tables 5, & and 7 list individual schools, instruc- 
tional units in "itals, and domitories operated by the 
bureau of Indian Affairs, nail in;; address, onrollsent, 
avera;;e daily attendance, and grades taught. Hie Albuquerque 
Dotnicory is operated in conjunction with the Albuquerque 
Indian School but is shown with peripheral domitories 
because these domitory students attend public schools under 
conditions identical to other peripheral domitories. 

Table 8 indicates grade level. In 1968 enrollncnt in 
the beginners and first 4 grades decreased by 219 pupils to 
23,170 as conpared to the previous year's 23,389. Tliis 
group represents 44.9 percent of the entire student body. 
An enrollment of 2,290 ungraded elementary and secondary 
students account for 4.4 percent of total enrollment. 

In line with the Bureau's policy of encouraging public 
school enrollment of Indian children, many students transfer 
to public schools when they reach the sixth grade and have 
acquired some facility in the use of the English language. 
This is a factor in the seemingly low numbers of graduates 
of Federal high schools. In fiscal year 1968, 2,041 high 
school students graduated, a decrease of 2-8 percent from 
1967. 



Table 9 indicates the number of high school graduates, 
number of 8th grade completions, and number of Post High 
completions. 

Table 10 indicates students according to their degree 
of Indian blood. Full bloods comprise 80.9 percent of the 
total and only 3.8 percent are less than one-half Indian. 

Table 11 shows tribal designation of students in 
Federal schools. One hundred specific tribes or tribal 
groups and Aleuts, Eskimos, and the various tribes of In- 
dians in Alaska v;ere represented in 1968. 
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Sixty-four tribes had fever tlien 40 nenbers each and 
these are grouped together as “All Other Tribes.’* Aleuts 
Eskioos, Kavajos, Sioux, and i^ieblos (including l!opi, ?;huvn 
separately; are the most nuncrous and cogctlier comprise 77-5 
percent of the total enrollment. 

Tabic 12 indicates the completed school construction, 
both nev and replacement, during fiscal year 1968. 

In fiscal year 1968, the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
participated for the second year in the Elencntary and 
Secondary Education .\ct. Table 13 indicates the extent of 
the activities carried out under Titles I, II, III, and VI, 
of the program.
